LVIovement Grows Rapidly and All Counties Have
Taken Up the Work of Improving

Their Highway.
[Special to Thc Tlmes-nispatch.]

Lancaster, Va... April _..Tho good
oads movcment goes bravely on in
he counties of thc Northern Neck,
nd also in the countles lying on the
ouih slde of tho lower Rappahan-
lock. The flrst two counties to be-
;ln the work of bnildinp: pood roads
n this seciion were Westmoreland
md' Lancaster, and thc example set
ly them has been followed by al! the
tpntlguous counties.
Early last fall a model road was

nilll (rom Kinsale to Oldham'a Cross-
roads, in Westmoreland, a distance
if three or four mlles, and work will
>e contlnued on the extension of this
road as soon as tho approprlatlon for
he current ycar ls avallable. ln tv,-o
nther dlstrlcts of Westmoreland.
\Iontross and Oak Grove.model roads
will be constructed durintr the cur-
-ent year. Both of those distrl.ts re-
:elverl approprlatlons from ihe state
fund last ycar. but owlng to thelr
nabillty to securo expert. suporvlslon
and skilled laborcrs no work was
